Was Eighty-three Years Old and En¬ 
tertained 125 Young Ladies 
On Monday. 


Philadelphia, Fe-b. 16.—Jay Cooke, 
•whose fame as a fiaanci r is w'orld 
wide, died to-night at the home of his 
son-itvlaw, Ohie. B. Barney, at Ogontz, 
a suburb of this city. Mr. Cooke was 
eighty-three years of age. He had.becn 
complaining of general debility, the re¬ 
sult of old agq. for eeverai years. 

His condition was not considered 
serious, however, nnd his death to¬ 
night came rather suddenly. Lost Mon¬ 
day he entertained as h!s guests 125 
young ladies attending the Ogontz 
school and their friends. On that occa¬ 
sion he appeared to be in good rpirlta 
and was the last to leave the recep.ion- 
room. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
MaJ. William E. Bradley, who has been 
connected with the whisky Interests of 
Kentucky since 1879. and wbo waa one 
of the principal owners In the consoli¬ 
dation of the distilleries in Kentucky 
better known as the Kentucky Distil 
leries and Warehouse Company, died 
suddenly at ills residence to-day. MaJ 
Bradley was colesly identified with all 
of the details of the various depart¬ 
ments of the company, of which he was 
assistant treasurer, and was at his desk 
as late as 6 o'clock this evening. Some 
weeks ago he was forced to have an 
operation performed on one of his eyes, 
which, he was assured, would In no¬ 
wire affect his general condition. Real¬ 
izing the importance of an operation of 
this character, he consulted the best 
occulists not only in Louisville, but.also 
in New York, in order that he might 
take advantage of every suggestion of¬ 
fered and thereby retain his usual good 
health: 

MsJ Bradley' was prominent socially, 
and had the Tetpeet jf the people of 
Frankfort, where he has made his resi¬ 
dence for the last twenty-six years. 
His opinion upon all matters pertain¬ 
ing to the management of the various 
enterprises in which he was Interested 
was sought by his associates, as he al¬ 
ways evidenced care and precaution In 
everything with which he was connect¬ 
ed. 

Maj. Bradley was a brother of Mr. 
Kdson Bradley, president of the Ken¬ 
tucky Distillers and Warehouse Com¬ 
pany. and who is also connected with 
the well-known firm of W. A. Gaines 
& Co., operating and controlling the 
Old Crow and Hermitage Distilleries: 
also Parris, Allen & Co., of New Yor. 
Maj. Bradley’s life was spent in the 
East. He was born In Connecticut In 
1841. and w^s a graduate of Yaie Col¬ 
lege and Heidelberg. Germany. At the 
outbreak of the Rebellion Maj. Bradley 
enlisted In the Union Trmy, and by his 
gallant service rose to the position of 
Major of his regiment. His friends 
and associates appreciating his valu¬ 
able services, prevailed upon him to 
come to Kentucky about 1879 for the 
purpose of looking after their interests. 
Maj. Bradley was married fourteen or 
fifteen years ago to Miss Mamie L. 
Hawkins, of Frankfort, Ky., and by 
their union two sons were lx»rn, Wil¬ 
liam E.. Jr., and Udolpho Theodore. 

Funeral services will be held Satur¬ 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock from his late 
residence.

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 16 —[Special.]— 
About the warmest man In Nashville 
to-night Is former Gov.

Chamberlain Makes a Speech 
Which He Makes His Po¬ 
sition Clearer.

Mr. Chamberlain declared the oppo¬ 
sition's contentions in regard to a dis¬ 
solution were a fantastic pretense. The' 
real object of the “foolish and Ill-Judg¬ 
ed amendment." was to create dissen¬ 
sion on the ministerial side.

His Real Position. 


BALFOUR IS NONCOMMITTAL. 


London, Feb. 16.—H. H. Asquith's 
amendment to the reply to the speech 
from the throne was defeated In the 
House of Commons to-day by a vote 
of 311 to 248. This amendment declared 
that "the various aspects of the fiscal 
questions have been fully discussed in 
the country for nearly two years, and 
that the time has come for submitting 
the question to the people without fur¬ 
ther delay.” 

• • • 

Debated Throughout the Day. 


It was debated throughout to¬ 
day's session of the House of Com¬ 
mons. No particular Interest was 
aroused until within an hour of the 
time for division, when Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman spoke at some 
length, attacking Premier Balfour, and 
charging that he w'as afraid to face 
the House of Commons or the country 
with a definite statement of his posi¬ 
tion with regard to Mr. Chamberlain's 
programme. The speaker challenged 
Mr. Balfour to appeal to the country, 
and taunted the Government with fili¬ 
bustering In order to gain time and de¬ 
lay Inevitable defeat. 

• • • 

Balfour Noncommittal. 


Mr. Balfour replied, but did not af¬ 
ford the opposition the satisfaction of 
any lengthy explanation of his opinion 
of Mr Chamberlain*8 policy. He said 
that discussion. If prolonged, might 
possibly dispel some fallacies concern¬ 
ing his views, and certainly discussion 
of the question of the Government's 
right to negotiate is already having an 
effect on the attitude of other nations. 

During the last hous of the debate 
the galleries were crowded, and as di¬ 
vision of time approached the Interest 
Increased, as this was regarded as a 
supreme test of the Government's 
strength, and a standard by which 
could be measured the probable dura¬ 
tion of the present Pal lament. 

NO DISSOLUTION IN SIGHT. 

Defeat of Asquith Amendment Gives 
Government First Move. 

London, Feb. 17.—The majority of 63 
by w'hlch Mr. Asquith's amendment to 
the reply to the speech from the throne 
was rejected by the House of Commons 
Jas»t night Is regarded as givtng the 
Government the first move in the polit¬ 
ical game, and as finally disposing of 
any prospect of dissolution of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The real event of the night's debate 
was the brilliant speech delivered by. 
Lord Hugh Cecil, which is admitted 
both by friends and opponents to have 
been his finest oratorical efforts, and 
one of the best speeches delivered in. 
the House of Commons since fhe Giad- 
stone-Sallebury period, and ss placing 
Lord Hugh Cecil in the forefront of 
possible leaders of the Conservative 
party. Lord Hugh Ceoil Is the leader 
of the Conservative free traders, and 
the Liberals had placed their hopes in 
him to turn out the Govemmerw. He 
disillusioned them by contending that 
the free trade cause would gain by 
keeping the present Government in of¬ 
fice still longer: and whilst he merci¬ 
lessly pulled to pieces his cousin, Bal¬ 
four's arrvblguous attitude orn fiscal 
quesmons, he declined to vote for the 
Asquith amendment. The majority otf 
Conaemvative free traders will follow 
Lord Hugh Cecil’s lead, and apirt from 
the •possibility of some unexpected snap 
division, the Government's position is 
considered safe. 

• • • 

Like His Father. 


He had never snid free trade ought 
to he abandoned, but that the policy 
of free ini])orts ought to be reformed,’ 
as it stood In the way of free trade. 
There watt m> difference between thr 
Preniir and himself regarding th need 
of reform of the prsnt policy, and thlr 
only difference* were In regard to hold¬ 
ing a colonial conference—differences 
of method, not of principle. Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain ridiculed the opposition's con¬ 
tention that it was necessary to settle 
the question because of the effect of 
the fiscal agitation on trade, point¬ 
ing out that the whole foundation of 
the free-trade argument was that trade 
was never better. A vote of the Motrv. 
or even of the country, against his (Mr. 
Chamberlain’s) fiscal policy would not 
settle the question. He had never sup^ 
posed it would secure Immediate ac¬ 
ceptance. but defeat would r.ot prevent 
him from continuing to advocate what 
he believed to be right. He had al¬ 
ready on his side. the great majority 
of the great party, and the necessary 
recruits would be obtained from the 
present reactionaries.

POLICY OF MUTUALIZATION 


Will Be Carried Out By Directors of 
the Equitable—General 
Compromise. 


New York, Feb. 16.—James W. Alex¬ 
ander and James H. Hyde were re¬ 
elected president and first vice presi¬ 
dent. respectively, of the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society ot the adjourned 
meeting of the directors to-day. All 
the other officer® whose terms had ex¬ 
pired were re-elocted. 

**■ A resolution waa adopted recom¬ 
mending that'policy holders be given 
the right to vote for directors, and a 
committee, which includes President 
Alexander and Vice President Hyde, 
was appointed to carry out this step, 
which is practically the policy of mu¬ 
tualization advocated by President. 
Alexander. 

The results outlined were reached 
after a protracted session which was 
marked at times by considerable feiel- 
Ing. Friends of Vice President Hyde 
were disposed to view the outcome as a 
victory for their Bide, but In otber 
quarters the result was regarded os, 
genera! compromise in which the 
tending factions met halfway. 

That Mr. Hyde had a majority of the 
directors with him, however, was never 
in doubt. His election to-the chairman¬ 
ship of the executive and financial coffi- 
mlttees was regarded as significant In 
this connection. 

'We have settled all differences and 
healed all wounds,” said Mr. Hyde af¬ 
ter the meeting. "Every one of us from 
my superior, Mr. Alexander, down to 
the humblest subordinate is now pull¬ 
ing together. We are in complete ac 
cord." 

To-day’s solution of the society’s 
troubles was largely due.

The Message. ^ 

The message follows: 

To the Senate: I submit herewith a 
[>rotocol con Juded between the Domln- 
c*un Republic and the United States. 

The conditions in tho Republic of Santo 
Domingo have been growing steadily 
worse for many years. There have been 
many disturbances ond revolutions, and 
de-btfl have been contracted beyond tho 
power of the Republic to pay. Some of 
these debta were properly contracted and 
arc held by those who have a legitIma-lo 
r.ght to their money. Others arc with¬ 
out question improper or **xorb!tant. con¬ 
stituting claims which should never b« 
paid in full. n7id perhaps only to the ex¬ 
tent of a very small portion of thrtr 
nominal value. 

Certain countries heve long felt them- 
selvee nggrievwl because of the* nonpay¬ 
ment of debts due their citizens. Tho 
only way by which fore.gn (»untrk»a 
could ever obtaJn from the Republic it¬ 
self any guaranty of payment would bo 
either by the acquisition of territory out¬ 
right or t**mr»rorlly. or *el«e by taking 
po5-s<?s.elon or the customhouse, which 
would, of coutrc. In Itself in effect, bo 
taking possession of a certain amount of 

territory*.

One of the difficult and Increasingly com- 
llcated problem* which often arise in 
Junto Domingo grows out of the viola¬ 
tions of contracts and concessions, somw - 
times improvldently granted, w*ltn val¬ 
uable privileges and exemptions etlpuiat *o 
for upon grossly Inadequate consHtcra- 
tlons, which were burdensom' to the 
fitate and which ar.* not infrequently dis¬ 
regarded and violated by the 
authorities. Citizens of the United Siatos 
and of other Governments hold ng those 
concessions and contracts appeal to thetr 
rvsiK?ctlve governments for active par- 
tlclpfttion and Intervention. Except for 
arbitrary wrong, done or sanctioned n> 
superior authority, to persons or to vest¬ 
ed property rights, the I nlt’d 8totes 
Governm*^dt, following Its traditional 
u»ag«* In such cases, alms to go no fur¬ 
ther than the mere use of Its good offices, 
a measure which frequently prove* Inef¬ 
fective. On the other hand, there are 
governments which do sometimes take 
energetic action for the jjarticlpatlon of 
their subjects In the enforcement of mere 
contractual claims, and thereupon Amer¬ 
ican concessionsrles. supported by power¬ 
ful influences, make loud appeal to the 
United States Government In stnriar 
cases for similar action. They complain 
that In the actual posture of nlTulrs their 
valuable properties are practically con¬ 
fiscated ; that American enterprise « 
paralyzed, and thut unless they are fui.y 
protected- even by the enforcement of 
their merely contractors! rights. It means 
the abandonment to the subjects of other 
governments, of the Interests of American 
trade anti commerce through the sacrifice 
or their Investments by excessive taxes 
imi*oscd In violation of contract, and by 
other devices, and the sacrifice of the out¬ 
put of thetr mines and other Industries, 
and even their railway and shipping in¬ 
terests. which they have established in 
connection with the exploitation of their 
concessions.

Ordinary Diplomacy Ineffective.

Attitude of the United States. 


Utiv* In the direction of a sound and con¬ 
sistent policy. The United States Govern¬ 
ment is embarrassed In its efforts to fos¬ 
ter American enterprise and the growth 
of our commerce through th** cultivation 
of friendly relations with Santo Domingo 
by the irritating effects on those relations 
anti the consequent Injurious Influence 
Upon that commerce of frequent interven¬ 
tion. As a method of solution of the 
complicated problem arbitration has be¬ 
come nugatory. Inasmuch as. in the condi¬ 
tion of its finances, an award against the 
republic Is worthiest* unless Us payment 
Is secured by the pledge of at least some 
portion of Its customs revenues This 
pledge la Ineffectual without actual deliv¬ 
ery over of the customhouse to secure the 
appropriation of the pledged revenues to 
the payment of the award. This situation 
again acts injuriously upon the relations 
of the United States with other nations. 

For when an award and such security 
are thus obtained In the case of the Santo 
Domingo Improvement Company, some 
•foreign government complains that the 
*.*.v .trd conflicts with Its rights ns a cred¬ 
itor to some portion of their revenues 
tinder an alleged prior pledge, and still 
Its government complains that an award 
in nny considerable sum. secured by 
pledge* of the customs revenues Is preju¬ 
dice r to the payment of equally merito¬ 
rious claims out of the ordinary* revenues, 

Hid thus controversies are begotten be¬ 
tween the United States and other cred¬ 
itor nations, because of the apparent 
eucrittce of some of their claims, which 
may be Just or may be grossly exaggerat¬ 
ed. but which the United States Govern¬ 
ment oannot inquire Into without giving 
grounds of offense to other friendly na¬ 
tions. Still further Illustrations might 
r a ally he furnished of the hopelessness 
of the pres* at situation, growing out of 
aoclul disorder* and the bankrupt finance* 
cf the Dominican republic, whore for con¬ 
siderable periods during recent years the 
bonds of civil society have been practical¬ 
ly dissolved.

Intervention By Other Nations.

PROTOCOLQF AGREEMENT BETWEEN 
SAN DOMINGO AND UNITED STATES 

Document Recites That It Is Made'At Request of Do¬ 
minican Government, and Is Only To Re Effect¬ 
ive IV lien Ratified by United States Senate. 


Washington, Feb. J6.-^The prutocol of 
agreement between the United Slate* 
ami Sstn Domingo, which wit* trans¬ 
mitted to the Senate by President 
Roosevelt yesterday and made public 
to-day, is a* follows: 

Wherea* Th. Dominican Oovcrnmorvt. 
In view of the debts which burden the re¬ 
public. the Jmir'nem peril and urgent 
memneo of Intervention on the part of the 
nations whoso c:ttz.-n* have claims al¬ 
ready ostabbahed or to be established, 
finding itself, as it doe*, unable peremp¬ 
torily to fulfill Its obligations on account 
of the condition to wh'ch political dis¬ 
turbances and other causes have brought 
the treasury, the result being that these 
obligations are falling due without Its 
having been possible to poy them, or even 
the interest thereon, desire* to reach an 
arrangement with ail its creditors, and 
the Government itself succeed In assur¬ 
ing the regular receipt of revenues suffi¬ 
cient for the payment of Ks internal ad* 
ministration and the maintenance of its 
administrative autonomy without any ln- 
terrupCoo by the fxigen<se*» of foreign 
creditors or by Internal political disturb¬ 
ances; and.

Method Once In Vogue In Domin¬ 
ican Republic. 

Washington. Feb. 16.—The report of 
John Basfvtt Moore, the agent of the 
United State* in the Dominican arbi¬ 
tration. referred to by the President 
in his message to the Senate transmit¬ 
ting the Dominican protocol, Ib long, 
stating In great detail all the financial 
operations of rhe Dominican Govern¬ 
ment in relation to the San Domingo 
Improvement Company and with Euro¬ 
pean s^yndieutes. 

Some parts of Mr. Moore** statement 
are remarkable, showing as they do 
the methods of the Dominican Govern¬ 
ment at one time In dealing with rev¬ 
olutionists.

While the bill abolishes the eanafl 
commission eo fur a* the law is con¬ 
cerned. it authorizes the President to 
retain- the cc'mmlbelon as a commission 
or as individual members as consulting 
engineers.

Authority to condemn 1,034 shares of

A NEW CANAL BILL 



Prepared By Mr. Kittredge and In¬ 
troduced In the Senate. 

Washiglton, Feb. 16.—Without waiting 
for the Mann Carnal BIU to come over 
from the House Hhe Seawte Co n’ttee 
on Inter-oceanic Canals authorize.! Sen¬ 
ator Kittredge* to prei>are a new bill 
for the cominlttee and introducr U to 
The Senuto, which wns done to-day. 
The committee has been sitting for sev¬ 
eral weeks, having before it the Mann 
bill as originally reported In the House 
and amendm-em* reported on February 
1. The Mann bill provided specifically 
for the repeal of that part of the canal 
act authorizing the appointment of the 
Isthmian Canal Com mission and fixing 
its duties and powders. Thd* seddon 
is elimincited from the Senate bill and 
the entire question I* covered in the 
first section which extends the present 
canal act. The bill introduced by 8en- 
ar.ior Kittredge follow* out practically 
all the remaining provision* of the 
Mann bill, but provide* also a number 
of new' features. One important change 
I* in the iMH-ikm which extend* the au¬ 
thority now- enjoyed by the President 
for the control of the canal zone. The 
Senate bill extend* this authority until 
rhe end of the next regular session of 
Congress, white the Maim bfH provided 
for an extension until the end of the 
next Congress. 

Other new features of the Senate bill 
are Ae follows: 

All Income at any tome received by the 
United States- from rentals, dividends or 
otherwise In respect of any property now 
posts*«*»ed or hereafter acquired In con¬ 
nection with th© canal, the railroad or 
other w»rk», shall be turned in to and 
credited to the fund for the construction 
of said canal and work*. 

All lawn affecting Import* of article*, 
goods, wares and merchandise and entry 
of perron* Into th© United States from 
foreign countries shall apply to article*, 
g.>ods, wore* and merchandise and per¬ 
sons coming from the canal zone. Isthmus 
of Panama, and seeking entry Into any 
State or Territory of the United States 
or the District of Colunrobhu 

Another section provide* for the de¬ 
posit of niot to exceed $1,500,000 w+th a 
bank having a fiscal agent on th« Isth- 
ma« of PiMiama in order that there 
may be a sufficient supply of money 
to meet the necessities of the Govern¬ 
ment.

GASOLINE EXPLOSIONS 


ON SUBMARINE BOAT IN THE 
QUEENSTOWN HARBOR. 

Four Killed and Fourteen Injured, 
Including Several Officers of 
the Craft. 


Queenstown, Feb. 16.—Four men kill¬ 
ed and fourteen Injured, of whom three 
are in a critical condition, was the re¬ 
sult of two explosions on board the 
British submarine boat, “A—5,” In the 
harbor to-day. The killed Included the 
engineer. Artificer Chaffee, a leading 
stoker, and a stoker. Lieut. H. G. Good, 
commander of the vessel, was blinded. 
His condition Is critical. Lieut. Skinner, 
an officer of the submarine boat, subse¬ 
quently died of his Injuries, only one 
man of the entire crew escaped unin¬ 
jured. 

The first explosion is believed to have 
occurred while the crew' was engaged in 
filling the gasoline tanks preparatory 
to proceeding outside the harbor. The 

A—5” caught fire after the first ex¬ 
plosion. When this explosion occurred 
a number of the crew' of the torpedo 
gunboat Hazard volunteered to go to 
the rescue of the submarine boat’s 
crew, but hardly had they got on board 
the ”A—»” when a second explosion 
took place and all the rescuers were 
more or less Injured. 

The submarine boat was afterward 
docked, and an official statement Issued 
this evening says the vessel has not 
suffered much damage. An Inquiry into 
the causes of the explosion will he held 
to-morrow.

To Federal Officials In

The Railroads and Rate Legislation. 

The rallroad» and the trusts would do 
well to ponder the real significance of 
the recent remarkable action of the 
National House of Representatives In 
passing almost unanimously, and prac¬ 
tically without consideration, so revo¬ 
lutionary a measure as the Townsend 
BUI.

This Is de¬ 
signed to put the Standard Oil. Com¬ 
pany at once under fire and to lead 
up to a prosecution If sufficient 
grounds for such action should be dis¬ 
covered. The President promptly or¬ 
dered the Investigation to be begun 
The refining of oil by a State Is a 
rather unusual proceeding. Under or¬ 
dinary conditions It would hardly be 
thought of. for If a State may engage 
s |n an Industry of this sort It Is not 
easy to see why It may not engage 
In any other, provided only that It 
should be thought desirable.

wiio Made the Union? 

During the debate on the Statehood 
Bill, Senator Spooner, speaking of the 
States of srnull area, Vermont and 
Rhode Island, said: "They did not have 
to be admitted to the Union, they made 
the Union.*' 

The historical accuracy of this state¬ 
ment has been Impeached, especially 
with reference to Vermont. That State 
did have to be admitted to the‘Union. 

It was the first to come In, outside of 
the original thirteen, though the bill 
to enable Kentucky to form a State 
Government was passed before the en¬ 
abling act for Vermont, Rhode Island 
was one of the thirteen colonies, but 
the Union under the Constitution was 
In full working order before Rhode 
Island agreed to cast In her lot with It 
The Constitution provided that the rat¬ 
ification of nine States should be suf¬ 
ficient to put the Constitution Into ope¬ 
ration as to those that ratified it. 
Rhode Island did not ratify It until May 
29, 1790, more than a year after the 
first Inauguration of Washington. Ver¬ 
mont did not ratify it, at all. but was 
admitted March 4, 1791. 

In spite of these historical facts there 
are* those who contend that Senator 
Spooner was right. It Is said that 
Rhode Island was one of the thirteen 
colonies that Joined the Union under 
the Articles of Confederation, and the 
style of It was "The United States of 
America." As to Vermont. It Is said 
that she declared her Independence in 
1777, and that she would have been ad¬ 
mitted under the Articles of Confed¬ 
eration if she would have agreed to 
surrender part of her territory. It is 
also said that she rendered valuable 
service In the Revolutionary struggle. 
But this may also be said of Kentucky, 
and nobody contends that Kentucky 
was a 8t&te before 1792, though as a 
part of Virginia dhe had a share in 
the making of the Union. By the Union 
a* now understood Is meant the Union 
under the Constitution—the "more per¬ 
fect Union" which the Constitution In 
Its preamble announces as one of tho 
purposes of Its adoption. This Union 
was formed and In full operation be¬ 
fore Rhode Island, which first rejected 
the Constitution, came into It. 

That State assisted In preparing the 
way for the Union under the Constitu¬ 
tion, but It was very late In getting 
In, and was not a necessary element 
Ity Its formation. Vermont wns not an 
element at all. It had been setting up 
pretensions to statehood for years, but 
they had not been recognized. Ken 
tucky also was seeking statehood for 
years before the adoption of the Con¬ 
stitution, but did not get In till 1792.

A Senatorial Deadlock. 

The Republicans of Missouri have 
profited little by their victory at the 
polls In November when they carried 
the State for Roosevelt and elected a 
majority of the Legislature.

One, Out of Four. 


There nre probably ten million young 
*nen In the United 8 tnt*s. Statisticians 
liavo estimated that not more than twen¬ 
ty-five out of every 100 young men attend 
church. Where are the other 73 per cent? 
On the streets, in the saloons, in the parks 
in the summer time, away from the 
parental root amL tho-churrlu l*-i* fur¬ 
ther stated Rial of the 'young men in 
this country % per cent, do not belong to 
the church, leaving only 3 p»*r cent, en¬ 
gaged In church work Nearly per 
cent of the crlmts arc committed by 
young men; 70 per cent, of the criminals 
in jail are vourig men; S3 per cent, of the 
partons of siloons and disreputable 
houses are young m*n. What a crushing 
Indictment is this ngiinet the young man¬ 
hood of America. If our flag should he 
insulted, if a foe shonld Invade our land, 
millions of young men would leap to bat¬ 
tle and to death If need he for their coun¬ 
try. Why will not the young m»*n start 
up in the glorious war for Jesus Christ? 
Accordingly T have secured reasons from 
a number of voting men whv they do not 
attend church, some of them In this citv 
and some elsewhere. I have selected 
thirteen reasons which 1 think are repre¬ 
sentative.

Parents Made Him Go. 


First—WTien I was young I was com¬ 
pelled to go to church by stern parents 
until 1 was sick of It. So now that I am

It is the heritage of a 
godly father and mother. If this young 
man ever expects to look upon the fare 
of hl« mother and father after death It 
Christ whom they loved.

ing this pioneer period deserve* special 
mention -that, of Jame* F. Huber the 
general secretary % of the Louisville Asso¬ 
ciation, who. by correspondence and vis¬ 
itation. greatly stimulated the work of the 
association^ and that of Robert Wcklen- 
sall. whose foundation work in those early 
22J* w «* «{, l»*tlng value. The re*T»n- 
slbtllty for Ihe plane. prejHiraiJon and con- 
duct of Kentucky’s first convention de¬ 
volved largely upon these two workers— 
one of w hom has pase. d to hls reward, 
and the other we vire glad to welcome Mo 
this convention to rejoice, with us In the 
5£Y Ct *4r* uf the movement which began In 
this city twenty-Fix years ago.

• City Department 

The city field baa received more than

Railroad Department. 

The past year has been one of Intensive 
and extensive growth in the railroad as¬ 
sociations. and this advancement has been 
generuljlInvolving several features of thr 
work. Hu* membership of the seven rail¬ 
road ass'iolntlons has increased 14 p^ r 
cent This growth has brought with it

County Work Department.

Laiks and increased interest In reading- 
rooms and L r brarles and educational clubs 
the successful conduct through the entlr*. 
season of gymnasium classes in one coun¬

• • * 

Religious Work. 

For tho past year the committee has 
been pressing for larger things In the re¬ 
ligious work of the associations. At the 
convention, both State aJtd county, and 
at conferences, both general and depart¬ 
mental, thJ* work has been given special 
l bOU 8 ThL time and discussion. 

The development of interest in Bible 
study aoui the enlargement of the enroll¬ 
ment ha* been marked. The committee 
has stimulated this development by vlsl- 
•iwJon, correspondence and by the hoidint 
of Institutes at ten points and ©pedal pre 
Bfl n 1 ation at seven county conventions. 

The religious meetings for men have 
yielded larger results than ever before, 
and chiefly because of a fresh realization 
of their Importance on tho part of the as¬ 
sociations. Greater men’s meetings have 
been conducted at least once a month by 
a majority of the city and railroad asso 
ciatlons. The Louisville association euc 
oe&sfully conducted the third largest se 
ries of uperahouse meetings In the coun¬ 
try.

Educational Work. 


There has not been In this department 
an unusual or extraordinary advance, but 
a steady growth in ull lines of educatloual 
W'ork. 

More care is being given to the neatness, 
attractiveness and valuo of the reading- 
room. resulting m their being more ustai. 
The libraries of several associations have 
been catalogued and considerably en 
larged. 

• * • 

Boys’ Work. 


The modern scheme of boys' work calls 
for special equipment, and the need of 
separate quarters for boys has been 
serious hindrance to moat of the asso 
ciatlons. but thia difficulty Is being over¬ 
come by even some of the smallest asso¬ 
ciations in the Stale. The needs of the 
boys are receiving special consideration 
In the plans for the new buildings now 
being erected. 

Only otto association. I>oui*viUe, employs 
a boya' work director for his entitle- time. 
This association is doing a boyar work 
which entitles it to rank with the strong¬ 
est in tho country. Two other associa¬ 
tion* expect 'to employ boys' work direc¬ 
tors upon tho completion of their new 
buildings this year. 

There Is urgent need for a closer and 
more special supervision of tho boys* work 
by the State Comm!rt«e. The time is rliw 
for a forward movement in boys’ work, 
and it would aid vary largely in bringing 
this about if the committee was enabled 
to employ a department secretary to gl\> 
hts entire -time to this very important 
phase of association activity. 

• • • 

Kentucky Day. 


"Kentucky day" hr now recognized as 
an annual feature by the associations of 
the State, and wo* observed by nearly 
all of them on the Sunday following the 
last State convention. A better concep¬ 
tion of the largv field In the State and 
a deeper desire for Its occupancy resulted. 
It was the most satisfactory and suc¬ 
cessful "Kentucky day" relative to the 
460.000 young men and 150,000 boys of the 
State ever conducted. 

• • • 

The Kentucky Circle. 


There has been a growing feeling that 
there should be a greater volume of 
prayer and more united prayer for the 
work In the several fields This feeling 
has resulted in th# organization of the 
“Kentucky Clrele/’ at present numbering 
seventy-five members, each covenanting 
to spend one-half hour each Sunday morn¬ 
ing Iiv prayer ami meditation In behalf of 
the special needs of the workers in the 
local field* and throughout the State. 

• • • 

Association Foreign Work. 

Nearly every city and railroad associa¬ 
tion and county organization held during 
the year a sperial "Foreign Work Sun¬ 
day." with a visiting speaker in charge. 
Through these gatherings and Individual 
effort $SP3.99 wda contributed toward the 
association work^n China. 

In November. Mr. F. J. Michel, for sev¬ 
eral years one of the secretaries of the 
committee, railed for Calcutta, India, ns a 
representative of the International Com¬ 
mittee. to Inaugurate the association work 
among the 400.000 railroad men of the In¬ 
dian empire The Kentucky associations 
have undertaken to provide hls support 
for the year 1905. 

Beside* Mr. Michel, three other men 
who have been assistant State secre¬ 
taries of the Kentucky associations sailed 
for a foreign field during .the fall of 1904 . 
Lacy I, Moffett, to Hangchow, China, as 
a missionary of the Southern Presbyte¬ 
rian Church; W. W. Brockman, to Soo- 
chow University. fTiino, under the aue- 
j>lce» of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, nnd John Lake, to Canton. China, 
under the direction of the Southern Bap¬ 
tist Convention. 

• • • 

State Work Finances. 


The committee began the year with an 
Indebtedness of $1,534.09. wh4eh was the 
result of on accumulated debt of several 
years, and a balance on hand of $8.96. 
The total expenditure* for the year end¬ 
ing December 31. 1904. were $13 737.39, of 
which amount $976.77 woe a special *x- 
>onse, for which tho committee was re- 
mbursed. 

The receipts during the year have been 
$12,463.16, of which $927.61 w-as In payment 
of subscriptions due the preceding year. 
Including the balance of indebtedness for 
1903. $2,312.68 remains unpaid, against 

which the committee hns on Its books $ 2 - 
246.75 Jn unpaid subscriptions, distributed 
os follows: City and student sssociations 
$247.5*: county organization*, $764, Individ¬ 
uals. $1,235.25.

Your committor would recommend* 

Ori That at least thirteen thousand ($13,- 
000 ) dollars be raised for the Stat* work 
of 1905. and that so great and Important 
a work be shared In full by every associa¬ 
tion. . 

(b) That the associations g’vo a large 
place In the plans and financial budgets 
of the year to the regular and special re¬ 
ligious work for young men; that greater 
effort be made to ar »u*e and increase in¬ 
terest In Bible study; that there be an 
aggressive ovtnnHim among young men 
and that with all the progress in the as- 
sodat’ons the religious work be kept tn 
its position of pre-eminettte. 

(c) That cities, railroad centers educa¬ 
tional Institutions and counties be organ¬ 
ised in the order of their Importance, 
when there comes an Intelligent demand 
for Young Men’s Christian Association* 
and that then such work be placed upon 
as broad a foundation ns is compatible 
with the resource* at hand. 

(d) That the association* give special 
attention to the work for boys The time 
Is at hand, the committee believes, w'hen 
we are lo have a work for boys parallel 
to the work that we are now doing for 
young men. 

(e) That the Sunday following the con¬ 
vention (February 26) b. observed by the 
associations of the State as "Kentucky 
day," for reviewing the convention and 
extending It* helpful influence to those 
unable to attend, and for presenting the 
work Intrusted to the State Executive 
Committee by the associations of the 
State.

NEW GOVERNOR OF FLORIDA 


TAKES STEPS THAT WILL 
CAUSE LONG LITIGATION. 


REPUDIATES OLD CONTRACT. 


The position taken by Gov. N. B. 
Broward, of Florida, ha* opened new 
complications In the old legal battle 
between the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad and tho executive depart¬ 
ment of Florida for the possession of 
large tracts of land in the everglades. 

A number of years ago the Legisla¬ 
ture of Florida parsed an act giving to 
th© LoutovlHe and Nashville railroad 
20,000 acres? of land in the everglades 
for every mile of railroad built ln‘ 
Western Florida, The possessions now 
in litigation comprise some 3.OO0.OOO 
acres, an ImmenBe portion of the State, 
which the present official* are desirous 
of recovering. 

Gov. Broward, who has recently been 
inaugurated, takes the stand that the 
Legislature had no right to grant th© 
lands, as Congress had given them to 
th© State on the condition that funds 
derived from any part of them should 
be used In draining and reclaiming 
them. 

• • • 

Have Grown In Value. 


Modem method* and machinery hav© 
made a great change In the value of the 
everglades, and they are at present con¬ 
sidered to be much more valuable than 
they were at the time the gfant wa* 
made to the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad. With the development of 
Florida as a State of resorts, and of 
much richness In all lines, the atten¬ 
tion of the executive has been called 
to the enormity of the grant made to 
the Louisville and Nashville. 

A special telegram from Bay View, 
Fla., j*Ays that the Governor has a large 
following of Influential citizens who 
agree with him i»t Hi© contention "Mitt 
the act of the Legislature wa,« without 
authority. The telegram also say* 
that the Governor has employed sev¬ 
eral of the leading attorneys of the 
State to take up the fight against the 
railroad company. It la expected that 
steps* toward reopening th© old litiga¬ 
tion will be immediately taken. 

The case has been left In the hands 
of the Florida counsel by th© Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, and 
the attitude of the new Governor and 
his intentions have not been reported 
to th© general law department of the 
road fn this city. The attorneys for the 
company believe that the title to the 
lands, as granted by the Legislature, 
Is good, and that the company will win 
hi the litigation. The light wa* on In 
earnest several years ago. but ha* been 
allowed to drift along, no action being 
taken, until It was considered almost 
a dead Issue.

Point to a point three miles from Louis¬ 
ville and there connect with the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville line. This would 
mean that the Henderson Route would 
use the L. and N. terminal* and run 
1 la trains Into the Tenth-street sta lon. 
Instead of the Seventh-atreel depot as 
jat present. 

The report pi denied by the high offi¬ 
cials of the Henderson Route, who say 
they have been doing some work on 
the right of wuy between this city and 
Point, but that they have no In¬ 
tention to build a line to Louisville from 
that point any time soon. 

The original plans of the Henderson 
Route Included a line from West Point 
to Louisville, and the company hu« had 
the right of way for a number of years 
However, It was defective in two places, 
and one of these tract* has been re¬ 
cently procured, so there is now only 
one opening left.

It Is alleged that some of the roads 
have been "shrinking‘' In tbe rates and 
that the agreed rate has not been 
maintained. The action of the Frisco 
resulted from alleged "shrinkage'* by a 
line operating through Cairo, by which. 
It is charged, that road procured an 
unLde i.o’Ttbtage. A number of efforts 
to settle the question hove been unde, 
but without success. The present meet¬ 
ing Is probably the largest gathering 
of high executive and traffic officials 
that has ever been held for the pur¬ 
pose, und It is believed that an ugtee- 
ment will be reached to-day. 

The discussion yesterday was con¬ 
fined to the rates to the Carolinas, and 
the representatives of the different 
roads expressed their views of the sit¬ 
uation.

All morning tele¬ 
graph wires were kept hot by 'the 
brokers telling customers of the un¬ 
stable condStlon of the market and ad¬ 
vising that they get out before the to¬ 
boggan elide began. 

The top figure was reached: in the las*, 
few minutes of the session, when the 
shorts bid wildly. Th*' closing price 
was 11.21%. It is said the Gates party 
too-k cn 30.000,000 May wheat at 80$85 
cents. Their prcdlts bo-day were 
5410.000. If they should unload the en¬ 
tire holdings at to-day’s price the prof¬ 
its would exceed $12,000,000.

Thu cotton export* for the month of January 
consisted of 812.149 bale*, valued ut $30,4U9,6<‘2 
In the prvciNiing month of December the quan¬ 
tity was 1.190.993 bales and th# value flH.Sftfi.- 
545. In January last year only tfeS.348 lu»l»w 
wore exported, but the t'sluw wa* #10,394.855 
Both quantity and value were lean last month 
than In January.

withholding cotton from the market this year 
In tha h«»p* of advancing the price. The heav¬ 
iest export month* are always October. Novem¬ 
ber an 1 December, and a falling off In January 
Is usual.

WHEAT CROP CONDITIONS. 

Ths past week has been one of continuance of 
oold weather in ths West, and. In fact, in alt 
part* of ths country, with a temporayr break 
and something of rain In central regions, quick¬ 
ly followed by hard froexlng. creating an Icy 
surface to the ground, which to some extent 
has interfered with the movement of produce 
In the interior and has giv*n rise to some «tp- 
prehension* of damaging effects upon the grow¬ 
ing wheat through nufforation. Information Is 
not sufficiently definite In this particular to es¬ 
tablish evidence of actual Injury to th« plant, 
but there is reason for more or less apprehen- 
*lon as to bad effects from tho Ice, wherever 
It prevail* without some extent of snow und*r 
tt. The current correspondence from the winter 
wheat region for the most pari Indicates consid¬ 
erable of snow on the ground during the lata 
hard frostng. and at tha present time, and 
that tho prevailing belief is that the wheat 
plant Is generally tn favomble condition, the 
snow serving as protection from Injury from th« 
hard freezing*. Otherwise than whatever mey 
develop a* to the bad effect* of Ice on the 
wheat fields there Is nothing In recent oondUton* 
to occasion a lowering of expectation* as to the 
position and prospect of the wheat crop as com¬ 
pared with th* situation a month ago. 

The severity of winter conditions hai had th# 
effset to enlarge tha call for corn for feeding 
purposes, and interior values of this grain 
have been well sustained, and in some in¬ 
stances somewhat strengthened, th# firmer 
views of holders not b**lug readily m*t by buy¬ 
ers as a rul# To a large extent there is plentl- 
fulness of rougn feeding material, and It is 
quite evident that live Stock hoe ben healthy 
and thriving during the winter fully equal to 
the average of conditions In theee particulars.— 
l Price Current,

Whatever may be the final outcome of the pur¬ 
chase of the Alabama Consolidated. In which, 
however, there will Im» no change of manage¬ 
ment. It is quits certain (hat sooner or later a 
number of Che big machinery enterprises of 
New England will be moved to the source of 
raw material. This ts but another illustration 
of the Southward trend of Industrial develop¬ 
ment.

Commonwenlth’s Attorney Submitted
